Industry Decline Leveling Off 


NEW YORK (IP 
The heads of 
the nation’s two largest steel com 
panics agree that the recession in 
their industry has run its course 
N either Roger M. Blough, chair 
m an of U. S. Steel Corp 
nor Ar 
tim r B. Homer, president of B eth­ 
lehem Steel Corp. 
look for any 
pronounced upturn just yet. 
But they say the decline has 
turned into a leveling off and that 
operations in som e areas are s ta rt­ 
ing to pick up gradually. 
Both com panies reported record 
sales and earnings in 1957 despite 
drops in the fourth quarter. 
Blough, after reporting the fi 
nancial 
results 
of 
the 
nation’s 
largest steelm aker, 
told 
a 
news 
conference U. S. S teers Jan uary 
business has improved. 
He said both his company and 
the industry in general are cur 
rently operating at 56 per cent of 
capacity and “ my guess is that it 
(the operating rate) will stay in 
that vicinity in the first q u a rte r.” 
After issuing the Bethlehem fi­ 


nancial 
report 
T hursday 
Homer 
predicted his com pany will be op 
( rating at 65 per cent of capacity 
in March, against 60 per cent cur 
rcntly. 
P redicts Strong C om eback 
He said the industry is getting 
read y to go forw ard again after 
suffering both a decline in dem and 
and rapid depletion of inventories 
by its custom ers. 
Both com panies added to their 
steel 
capacity 
during 
1957, 
and 
are planning further additions this 
year. 
T ogether 
their productive 
capacity accounts for more than 
63 million tons or nearly half the 
productive capacity of the entire 
industry. 
Both U 
S. Steel and Bethlehem 
generally 
fared 
better in 
1957 
than the other steelm akers. 
“ Big 
Steel’s ” profits 
after taxes rose 
to $419,073,722, equal to $7.33 a 
com m on 
share 
from 
$348,098,916 
on $6.01 per share in 1956.

Cabinet Officers 


President Gives 
Pep Talk to Members 
National Committee 


WASHINGTON O’.IO — President 
Eisenhow er today spiked any move 
by Republican strategists to dump 
S ecretary of Agriculture Ezra Taft 
Benson as a “ liability" In this clee* 
Hon year. 
T he President told members of 
the Republican National Commit* 
tee du ring a breakfast “pep talk” 
that he has complete confidence 
in each of his C abinet officer*, 
thinks all are doing a “ fine job,” 
and has no intention of replacing 
any of them. 


Eisenhow er also m ade a strong 
defense of Benson s flexible price* 
support program, saying it is sn 
j “ honest, forthright and sensible” 
attem p t to solve the problem of 
{surplus crops that have farmers 
caught iii a "vicious circle.” 
“ I think that moat farmers,” he

In the light of the expressed at 
titudox of the Eisenhower admin 
lstration over the years, it ha* 
been widely 
assumed 
that the 
President or his top financial offi 
errs would never propose a tax 
cut when the outlook for a budget 
surplus was either shaky or vir 
tualiy hopeless. 
Thus Secret a n of the Treasury 
Robert Anderson occasioned some 
thing of a surprise by saying a lax 
cut might be proposed if the cur 
rent business downturn grew* much 
worse than it is 
The theory behind this proposal 
is, of course, not at all new 
It is 
dimply that in times when business 
dem and has softened, a tax cut op 
crates as a .stimulus to improve 
m ent because it leaves more mon 
*y In people’s pockets 
A government regime which docs 
not worry too much about deficit 
financing might quickly em brace 
this weapon against recession But 
♦rom the outset the Eisenhower ad 
ministration has been firmly com 
nutted to keeping the budget bal­ 
anced. 
Anderson’s statement represents 
a clear departure. 
For the pros 
pect both in the current fiscal year 
and for the coming one is not good 
for a balanced budget 
Mr. Eisenhower himself forecast 
a deficit’ this year, but predicted 
a 500-million dollar surplus in the 
12 months starting in July. 
Most seasoned financial observ 
•rs felt, however, that 
his pro 
phecy was founded on very shaky 
assumption*, 
and that a deficit 
next year was more likely. 
One 
administration 
assumption 
was that Congress would agree to 
substantial reductions in such do­ 
mestic program s as farm aid The 
other was that business would in 
deed get better 
in the months 
ahead. 
Few believe the lawmakers will 
vote slashes in domestic programs 
in an election year 
Many econom 
ists would support the forecast of 
better business, but admittedly it 
is guesswork 
Obviously, a tax cut placed to 
gether with an already touch and 
go budget situation would create 
a strong likelihood of government 
red ink in the 1958-59 sear 
For 
this administration to talk delib 
erately of moving in that direction 
is definitely a turn about 
Naturally the hope woald bf* that 
the business response to tax re 
duction would be so sharp that in 
time the budget would come back 
to balance 
But it would be just 
a hope in the beginning.

The shakv, 
misguided govern 
ment id Indonesia appears bent 
on putting itself almost as far be 
yond the pale of decency as Egypi 
did w hen it grabbed the Suez Canal 
in 1956. 
Having recently, in high handed 
fashion, filed fresh phon> claims 
to the Dutch-held portion of New 
Guinea and seized control of Dutch 
properties in Indonesia, it now with 
similar arrogance acts to block 
international sea lanes in south 
eastern waters. 
It would do this by extending its 
“ territorial rights” to the 12-mile 
limit. Normally, national bounder 
ies are considered to reach only 
to the three-mile limit. 
Indonesia is a sprawling collec 
tion of islands fanned out cast 
west over 3.000 miles. 
Lanes be 
tween many of these are too nar 
row to give other nations free pas 
sage if the 12-mile limit obtains 
One effect would be to cut off 
Australia and New Zealand from 
direct sea access to such other 
SEATO pact nations as Thailand 
and South Viet Nam. 
The United States has wisely and 
properly protested this action as 
a violation of the traditional free­ 
dom of the seas.
